A  Better  Living  from  Your  Soil  is  a  book  of  106  pages,  published  by  Successful 
Farming'  in  195Q  and  "edited  by  Jim  Roe,  Assistant  Editor  of  the  magazine.  "The~~ 
book  is  well-illustrated  and  deals  with  the  subject,  to  a  great  extent,  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  farm  planner.    There  are  four  main  sections:  (l)  Tilth,  (2)  Sro 
sion,  (3)  Fertility,  and  (4)  High  Yields. 

The  section  on  Tilth  deais  primarily  xvith  problems  affecting  soil  structure, 
including  microbes,  the  nature  of  the  soil,  effects  of  erosion  and  drainage© 

The  section  on  Erosion  is  based  on  the  premise  that  there  is  no  excuse  for  ero- 
sion.   Planned  farms  with  land  use  maps  are  discussed,  showing  the  use  of  var- 
ious conservation  practices.    The  part  that  grass,  strip  cropping  and  rotations 
can  play  is  given  special  attention. 

The  section  on  Fertility  deals  with  soil  testing,  how  to  spot  a  hungry  plant, 
what  and  how  much  fertilizer  to  use,  the  value  of  manure,  lime  and  many  other 
interesting  topics.    Building  a  lasting  fortuity  is  the  underlying  theme  of 
the  whole  section. 

The  section  on  High  Yields  considers  such  subjects  as  doubling  the  yield  of  pas- 
ture, planning  for  pasture  all  season,  use  of  green  manures,  controlling  weeds, 
removal  of  rooks  and  brush,  and  irrigation* 

In  addition  to  excellent ' illustrations,  the  book  is  written  in  a  layman's 
language.    It  is  the  kind  of  book  the  average  farmer  would  enjoy  reading.  It 
is  prepared  in  the  agricultural  magazine  style.    Presenting  a  lot  of  good 
technical  information  that  is  of  interost  to  farm  planners,  it  is  easy  and 
interesting  reading.
